Will be Macadamized. 


It will be welcome news to the citi- 
zens of Lawrence that South Broadway 
from Andover street to the Andover 
line will be macadamized before next 
fall. 

Lawrence has had the misfortune to 
have many streets that would disgrace 


a country town, but these are fast dis- 
appearing and modern roads are taking 
their places, South Broadway is one 
of the worst of the bad streets and is 
one of the last to be put in condition. 

From Andover street to Phillips hilt 
the street has been for years, according 
to the weather conditions, either a pro- 
longed mud puddle or a stretch of 
dusty road which had few rivals in the 
state. The need of repairs has been 
recognized by city government after 
city government and by all the/super- 
intendents of streets, but for one reason 
or another the street has never received 
9 more than temporary repairs. 

he street has been an eyesore not 
only to the citizens whose houses are 
located on it, but also to all whe ever 
have occasion to travel over it. The 
wretched condition of the thorough- 
fare has been made the more conspicu- 
ous this year by the completion of the 
state highway in Andover to the Law- 
rence line, 

Supt. Ryan told the reporter Mon- 
day morning that South Broadway will 
be the next street he shall tackle, and 
that work will begin as soon as Hamp. 
shire street is placed in proper 
condition. “The job on South 
Broadway,“ said Mr. Ryan, will 
be a very expensive one, but 
it it is absolutely necessary that the 
street shall be improved. It will be 
macadamized its full width to Phillips 
hill, and further to the Andover line the 
macadam will be fifteen feet wide, 
While the department intends to make 
the street a ig one, the citizens must 
not expect that it will equal the state 
highway in Andover, which it has taken 
a year and a half to e at a cost 
which will be impossible for Law- 
rence to undergo, 

Supt. Ryan said that the cost will 
come from the street department appro- 
priation, which will be cut down con- 
siderably in consequence, but he believes 
the improvement will warrant the ex- 
pense.

One matter which will come before 
the special town meeting to be held in 
the town hall next Saturday afternoon 
and which deserves the careful consid- 
eration of the voters is the article ask- 
ing for an appropriation for building a 
new bridge across the Bostun & Maine 
tracks connecting Oakland avenue with 
the Union street extenslon thas makiog 
a straight street from where Union 
street connects with Broadway to 
Lowell street near Inglewood. 

The sum asked for is $4500 and it is 

| the opinion of all with whom the Trt- 
EGRAM correspondent has talked, that 
it should be granted. The present 
structure is wholly inadequate for the 
present traffic. It was constructed 
years ago simply as a means of access 
from Railroad street to private land on 
the opposite side of the tracks, and is 
but a narrow roadway at the best. being 
barely wide enough for one team and 
with no foot paths on either side. 

To cross it now one has to turn some 
300 feet from Union street on the one 
side or from Arnold street on the other, 
and this alone to a thriving community 
such as is growing up in the vicinity is 
argument enough for a new location, 
especially when it-is understood that 
the bridge now standing must within a 
few years be rebuilt and that the Boston 
& Maine railroad is willing to bear one- 
half the expense. 

Year after year the matter has been 
discussed in town meeting, and as often 
de ayed, until now public necessity and 
convenience demands that the bridge 
be built, The development of Arling- 
ton Heights has added largely to the 
taxable property of the town, no less 
than 70 tenements having been built

bridge daily. If building is to be en- 
couraged and outsiders attracted here, 
something must be done in the way of 
accommodation. This movement would 
be a beginning The sum asked for it 
is said would provide for an attractive 
iron bridge which would be an ornament 
to the town.
